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THE THROCKMORTON COURT. 


Tux trial of Mejor Throckmorton has proceeded 
this boliday week, and much interesting testimony 
has been taken. 

Mr. Oblmann, cashier of the Bank of Staten Is- 
land, testified that Major Tbrockmorton bad had an 
account at the bank, but that it was closed June 4, 


Col. Clermont L. Best, U.S. A., retired, testified 
that on May 12, 1890, Major Throckmorton bor- 
rowed $250 from him to be repaid May 21. It was 
—— —— at that date, but was subsequently col-~ 

ected. 

Thomas A. Dinwiddie, a blacksmith near Fort 
Scbuyler, received a check for $20 dollars from the 
major, which was protested, but before Dinwiddie 
received it back the money had been paid, 

Samuel Westervelt, credit clerk for Lord and 
Taylor, took the oath and then stated that asa civ- 
ilian be was not compelled to testify ata court-mar- 
tial to questions for information. 

The next witness was Henry Tompkins, attorney 
for the firm of Lord and Taylor, who did as Mr. 
Westervelt. 

Col. Barr then stated to the Court the pre- 
sent rulings in the case of civilian witnesses refus- 
ing to testify, aud the Courtafter an executive ses- 
sion, decided that: **The Court bas adjudged the 
two contumaci wit guilty of contempt, but 
has decided that it has not the power to punish them 
for tbe offence.” 

Lieut. H. C. Schumm, 2d Art., testified as to his 

financial transactions with Major Throckmorton. 
He igentified three checks as having been turned 
over to bim by Lieutenant Davis, They were major 
Throc'tmorton’s checks and aggregated $60, and 
they were returned in August as having been pro- 
tested. Major Throckmorton bad told bim prior to 
their receipt that * would go to protest. Tne 
major afterwards gave him the money for them. 
e furtber testified tbat the letter received from 
Msj. Throckmorton askiog for aloan of $20 came 
into bis possession July 24, 1890, and thatthe check 
in payment of bis loan came back protested on 
Jzly 29. Before returning this check to Maj. Tbrock- 
morten be wade a copy of it as a matter of refer- 
enve. Asst. Surg. Wm. R. Hail, U. 8. A., compared 
the original check avd the copy and wrote “true 
copy” onit. “isn’t it true,” asked Lawyer Lewis, 
“tbat the thought entered your head when you 
made this copy that you migbt bring it up against 
Msj. Tvrockmorton some day?” “1 may have,” 
abswered the witness. 

The witness testified that be had spoken to Capt. 
Calef, Maj. Ramsay, Lt. Lewis and Dr. Hall about 
the checks, and was sure that he told them subse- 
quently tbat M+j. Throckmorton had paid the 
amounts toey called for. 

Casbier Chas. Denham, of Latham, Alexander and 
Co.’s banking house, testified that on one occasion 
Maj. Throckmorton had overdrawn his account. 
Wo. Zeltner, a brewer, to whom Lt. Schumm had 
sent Maj. Throckmorton’s cbeck for $20, testified 
that the check bad been returned to him by the 
Germania Bank, indorsed »No good.” 

.. Mr. Lewis admitted this, with the qualification 
that Maj. Throckmorton bad made it good before 
the check was returned protested. 

Sergt. Conrad Zang, Battery M, 2d Art., testified 
that on July 4 at Fort Scbuyler Maj. Throckmorton 
had requested a loan of $20. The sergeant gave bim 
the money and received a check, which was protest- 
ed. This finisbed the testimony in the matter of the 
protested checks. The first witness called in regard 
to the duplication of pay accounts was Col. ney 
Smith, Chief Paymaster, Dept. of the East, who 
testified that the account paid at Fort Secbuyler, iu- 
dorsed Aug. 31, 1891, when sent him was accompa- 
nied by a letter from Maj. Throckmorton, the sub- 
stance of which was: **My account for the month of 
August will be handed you by L. Silverman. Please 
pay to bis order.’’ Another account was submitted 
to the witness by Lord and Taylor, bearing date 
Sept. 1, 1891. 

Col. Barr formally demanded of Maj. Throck- 
morton that he produce the pay accounts given to 
Lord and Taylor and W. H. Brittain. Objection 
was made to this, on the ground that there was no 
evidence that the documents were in existence. 
Col. Barr offered to testify to the conversation with 
Maj. Throckmorton, in which the major admitted 
destroying the duplicates, and this was objected to. 
ae an executive session the testimony was ad- 

tied. 

Major Throckmorton complained that he sent a 
communication to Captain John H. Calef, the com- 
mandant ef Fort Schuyler, on December 27, re- 
questing that he permit Sergeant Rutter and other 
men at the fort to see him forthe purpose of ar- 
rapging for them to be present as witnesses for the 
defence at the court martial. In the apsence of 
Capt. Calef, Capt. Ephraim CU. Richmond,the acting 
commandant issued the necessary orders, but upon 
Capt. Calef’s return to the post on Tuesday Capt. 
Richmond’s orders were countermanded. 

Col. Barr said he would endeavor to secure the 
attendance of the desired witnesses in court. Col.

Bailey, judge advocate of this court, 
‘was present at the dance ceferred to,and wished to avoid 
putting, or allowing to be put, any question likely to bring 
out the names of any of my command who attended that 
éance, and thus sbield bimself. I do not charge that he was 
there, but if he questions the imputation, I am ready to 

roduce an eye witness to his being there. It be was there, 

was a law breaker with the rest, and should not bave al- 
lowed bimself to be assigned the duty of conducting this 
investigation.” which statements were false and malicions, 
and ‘were calculated and intended to reflect upon the 
honor, the integrity and the official acts of the judge advo- 
cate of said regimental! court-martial. Plea.—* Not guilty.” 
Finding.—Of the specification, lst charge, “ guilty, except 
the words ‘son of a bitch’ and ‘this witb purpose and intent 
to defame and malign the character of Lieut. Bailey.” Of 
the Ist charge, “not guilty.” Of the Ist specification, 
24 charge, “ guilty, except the words ‘tbus refiectin 
upon the official action of his commanding ofticer."” O 
the 2d specification, 2d charge,“ guilty, except the words 
* which indorsement in substance was false and malicious.’*’ 
Of the 34 specification, 24 charge, ** not guilty.” Of the 2d 
charge, * not guilty.” And the court does therefore acquit 
him. Gen. Kautz, the reviewing authority in the foregoing 
case, says: The proceedings are approved. The findings 
upon the specification, Ist charge, upon the Ist charge and 
upon the Ist specification, 24d charge, are reluctantly ap- 
proved. It is difficult to understand upon what theory the 
court,in view of the evidence before it, reacbed its con- 
clusions as to the 2d and 3d specifications, 2 charge. The 
finding upon these specifications and the 2d charge, and the 
acquittal are disapproved. Orders have already been 1s- 
sued for Capt. Quinn’s release from arrest. (G. C. M. O. 26,

GENERAL COURT-MARTIAL CASES. 


In the case of a soldier recently tried at Fort Omaha for 
that being at the time under treatment at the post hospital 
and having been told by his commanding officer, A. Hart- 
suff, post surgeon, that it was necessary that he submit io a 
mivor operation—the breaking up of the adhesions estab- 
lished in the index finger of bis left hand—he did refuse to 
submic to any sureical operation, he was found guilty and 
sentenced to forfeit one dollar, the court being thus lenient 
on account of the suffering of the accused, the numerous 
operations already submitted to, and the fact of bis already 
haviog been recommended for discharge. The reviewing au- 
thority, Gen. John Brooke, says: “ The proceedings were 
returned for revision, and attention invited to the inade- 
quacy of the punishment imposed, The court, upon revis- 
ion, adhered to its original sentence. The surgical opera- 
tion to which the accused was ordered by the post surgeon 
to submit was a minor one, and the purpose of it was, to 
use the language of Circular 11, A.G. O., 1884, *to enable 
him to poem the duties for which he enlistad.’ The evi- 
dence shows conclusively that the order was fully justified, 
and that the disobedience of the accused was wiliful and 
deliberate. Tbe court sbould have imposed an adequate 

unishment. The proceedings and fiodiogs are approved. 

he sentence is disapproved, and the court is admonished 
that discipline in the Army cannot be upaeld when officers 
specially charged witb its maintenance tail to perform their 
whole duty.” (G. O. 94, D. Platte, 1891). 

In the case of a soldier tried at Fort Sam Houston for 
violation of the 40th Article of War, the reviewing author- 
ity, Gen. D. 8. Stan'ey, says: “ Toe court decided the state- 
ment of the accused,in which he acknowledged the ab- 
sence as aljeged in the first specification,to be at variance 
with the plea, and thereupon directed testimony to be 
taken. Ino this decision and in its findings as to the first 
charge and its specification, the court bas not followed the 
practice authorized in our Service. All absences like this 
one are deemed as tending to disorganize a guard,a result 
which the 40th Articie of Waris intended to prevent. The 
p ings and fiodiugs as to charge 1 and its specification 
are therefore disapproved.

SPEAKING of Maj.-Gen. Miles’s presence in Wash- 
ington. a correspondent of the New York Times at 
St. Louis quotes a prominent Army officer at Jeffer- 
son Bks.as saying: “I have noticed that the de- 
spatcbes from Washington say it is not going to be 
a naval demonstration against Chili, but a regular 
war, in which the Army under Gen. Miles is to take 
a conspicuous and, I predict, successful part. There 
is talk of transporting 10,000 troops to Chili and 
landing them under the guns of our new steel ships. 
There is nothing extravagant ia saying we can con- 
centrate 10,000 men at San Francisco, transport them 
to Chili, and land them safely and ia good order for 
overrunning the country. Under the convoy of the 
Charleston, ove of the new steel cruisers on the Pa- 
citic Coast, these troops could be taken to Chili. The 
Pacific Mail Company has 12 vessels plying between 
San Francisco and Panama and stopping at Aca- 
pulco and other Mexican and Central American 
ports. They are built to carry from 250 to 1,200 pas- 
sengers and to convey freight as well. ‘hese vessels 
are subsidized by the Government, and the 12 along 
with other coast going vessela on the Pacific could 
be used as transports to take 10,000 or more Ameri- 
can sailors into Chili, 

“The plan is wholly possible, and will be accom- 
plished unless Chili hauls off and becomes more do- 
cile than she seems to have been. I hope, however, 
Chili will keep up her backbone as tall as the Andes 
and as rigid, because it is time we should have an- 
other war. The Army is rotting for the want of it, 
und our new Navy ought to have an opportunity to 
try its mettle.”’ 





A QUESTION FOR THE LOYAL LEGION, 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


I wouLp like to invite discussion upon the fol- 
lowing question: During the war the classes of 
midshipmen at the Naval Academy, now known as 
the classes of 1865-1866, respectively, were, during 
the incerval from June 15 to Sept. 15 of each sum- 
mer in the years 1862, 1863. 1864 and 1865, at sea on 
practice cruises. Toeir ships had full complements 
of officers and men; were fully equipped witb 
arm?, amwmuoition, etc., for active fighting service, 
if necessary, and the midshipmen on board did both 
sailors’ and officers’ duty. The cruises of ’62.°64-'65 
were along our Atlantic coast, from North to, and 
into, the Gulf, visiting the blockading squadrons. 
The cruise of 63 was on our own coast and also on 
the coast of Europe. The Alabama was theu in 
European waters, was at Brest when the practice 
ship left Cherbourg. 

Tbe Grand Military Order of the Loyal Legion of 
the United States, through its Grand Commandery, 
has refused admission to some of the members of 
those classes on the ground that they did not serve 
during the war. 

Those young men were loyal, ready and willing to 
receive and obey orders for any duty. and were at 
any time subject to orders into actual active service 
it the Department saw fit. Most of them graduated 
with high bonors, and to day, to an important de 
gree, make up the efficiency of our Navy. They ap- 
preciate the bigh bonor of membersnip in that 
Grand Order as something most worthy to transmit 
to their children, 

_The Supreme Court of the United States has de- 
cided that they were officers and entitled to credit 
for those years as a part of their service in the 
Navy. The same has been decided in reference to 
the West Point graduates, and some of those who 
voted the exclusion, | am informed, did not hesitate 
to accept the credit of time. 

Are not those young men, on every principle upon 
which that Order is founded, ehgible to member- 
ship? That a mejority of the Order will affirma- 
tively answer this question [ havs no doubt, and if 
the present rules of the Order, technically, justify 
tbe decision of the Grand Commandery, the body 
itself will change such rules to remove such injus- 
tice. Will you suggest discussion of the matter in 
your worthy JoURNAL as a means of getting the 
question before the members generally?

WOLSELEY’S OPINION OF H. J. HUNT. 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

In a letter recently received by me from Viscount 
Wolseley, speaking of General Hunt, the Viscount 
eays: * * “Although I never had the honor to meet 
him, bis pame and his reputation have always been 
well knowntome.

I take the liberty of quoting Gen. Wolseley’s 
words for two reasons, one being that,asa matter 
of cours>, his opinion asa General, who has com- 
manded troops in action, is entitled to the greatest 
consideration, cela va sans dire, the other, and with 
me, the weightier reason, is the hope that the Artil- 
lery service of the U.S. Army will not permit the 
memory of the officer who is facile princeps their 
most distinguished representative, r nized as 
such over the whole military world, to lapse into 
obscurity. The Service, and in this I include those 
who served with the dear old General in the field as 
artillerists, aud the present artillery organization 
of the National Government, ought to see thata 
monument, plain and simple, is erected to his and 
their memory, either at Gettysburg or here in 
Wasbiogton. It ought to be a purely distinctive 
artillery monument, showing him not as a general 
officer—of which we have many here—but the man, 
to whom much is due for the successful outcome of 
Malvern Hill, Antietam and Gettysburg, without 
mentioning the campaign culminating at Appomat- 
tox.

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ONE TACTICAL ORGANIZATION FOR THE 
THREE ARMS. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

I REGRET very much to learn by the Jovewat of 
Dec. 19 that the perpetuation of the present dis- 
crimination against the infantry arm of the Service 
is contemplated by the Proctor bill. Thetext of 
the measure submitted by the Senator would indi- 
cate that he agrees with the sentiment which has 
operated to fasten upon the intantry an inferior or- 
ganization to that enjoyed by the other arms of 
the Service. 

The prospect of getting one more major for each 
regiment,as provided for in the bill, would seem 
somewhat encouraging, and the infantry should 
doubtless, be thankful for that concession. 
much, however, whether it will be inclined to look 
upon such an increase ~ tear lt believes thor- 
oughly in itself, and believes it is justly entitled to 
as good and favorable an organization for both tac- 
tical and personal reasons, as the other arms of the 
Service. [fsome measure of economy is needed to 
do service coupled with the proposition to benefit 
the infantry. why cannot a regiment or two be dis- 
pensed with in the bill? And again, if legislation is 
impossible with an increase of appropriation, why 
not reduce the cavairy and artillery to the same or- 
ganization as the infan ? 

The infantry has been doing fairly well ever since 
the War with asingle battalion formation, and the 
impression is by no means a new one that the other 
arms of the Service would also get along fairly, and 
— in the interests of economy, with the same 
organization. 

ln time the whole matter will be decided one way 
or the other, and every arm of the Service is equ~ 
ally interested in the outcome. 

Io all reason and justice there should be but one 
tactical organization for the Service, and no dis- 
criminations shou!d be made. At all events no dis- 
criminations should be perpetuated by new legisla- 
tien. If the cavairy and the artillery have three 
battalions and three majors, the infantry should 
have thesame. If this cannot be done, if the ia- 
fantry organization cannot be increased, the others 
should be decreased. As matters stand now, the 
infantry should have three battalions and three 
majors, or be let alone. To raise it half-way is a 
gratuity that will not be acceptable to the majority 
of its officers either for tactical or personal rea~ 
sons.

Academies piay at all with outside teams they 
ebould play against each other, but in the eyes of 
some it is only doubling the disgrace. 

In our opinion, to read the name of West Point 
(we are speaking of this place alone) on the sport- 
ing page of a newspaper—and we have seen it there 
several times lately—is to note the beginning of its 
downfall from the dignified position which it has 
held for nearly a century among institutions of 


learning. 

It is. fadeed with the utmost regret that those 
acquainted with West Point regard the numerous 
innovations that have been made there within the 

few years. This is particularly true of u- 
ates, for, cherishing as they do the traditions that 
are handed down from class to class,and witha 
feeling of profound respect and love, amounting 
almost to reverence, for the Academy as they knew 
it, they have learned to regard the system as very 
nearly ideal for the accomplishment of its object, 
and paturally look with disfavor upon any depar- 
tu rom the old régime; and they believe, further, 
aside from sentimental reasons, that any such 
change is necessarily a change for the worse. Its 
reputation as a military academy is well known; 
foreigners visit it, and we may well take pride in 
directing them there, to see our representative in- 
stitution; for it has always bad,in addition to its 
interior system, an air of dignity and genuineness, 
py tee to the most casual observer, which should 
above all things characterize West Point. 

But unless the present tendency is soon checked, 
all these traditional features which constitute the 
real backb~ne of the Academy will soon be things 
of the past. We refer more particularly to the in- 
creasing interest and participation permitted to 
cadets in athletic sports with other colleges. This 
may seem a very trivial cause for alarm, but it is 
not difficult to understand how the smallest 
changes in the system may seriously, if not funda- 
mentally, affect the corps. The discipline to which 
they are subjected almost without relaxation for 
four years is probably more rigid than that of any 
other body of men on earth; there is scarcely a 
thing that they way do which is not prescribed for 
by exact rules, and itis but natural therefore that 
with such an extremely hardy and intelligent body 
of men there should be a constant tendency to seek 
relief from this mental and pbysical strain. 

Give them the slightest opportunity, and, it may 
be depended upon, it will be taken advantage of to 
the last extreme. Discipline there means more than 

for superiors and readiness for obedience—it 
includes the moulding of the character of the future 
officer, If he is allowed as a cadet to participate in 
games with other colleges, and appear in Sarre 

pers—if he is permitted to lose in the least b 

deas as to the distinctive nature of West Point, by 
just so much will his discipline be lacking and his 
character as a cadet be at fault. 

It appears that the course of instruction, even, is 
being modified to suit the players ; members of the 
second are excused from riding, and hours for 
ins jon are changed. 

6 pation suspends her instruction to witness a 
football game! And this, generally, only to see 
her picked eleven worsted by another that have 
nothing else to dv. It is unquestionably great sport 
for the cadets; they have already acquired Glass 
yells, carry their best players from the field on their 
shoulders and make a veritable race course of the 


P ground. 

But this is not the only change, or so- 
called reform, that has m made _ tbere 
recently; iudeed, a graduate of only a few 
years can not fail to conclude from the man 
new features that meet his eye, that discipline is 
generally more lax. To the writer. who had the 
sad experience of visiting it not long ago, it had 
rather the appearance of a summer resort for cadets 
than a military academy, and it occurred to him 
how nice it would beif he could enlist as a cadet 
for the season. The standing collar and blouse for 
undress occasions,extended limits and greater privi- 
leges generally, and, alas! a cadet gayly escorting as 
young lady for a horseback ride on Saturday after- 
noon—these things grieve sorely enough the gradu- 
ate of harder times, as he mutters to himself, “‘the 
place is going straight to the dogs.” 

Not to go further into details on the results that 
may be expected to follow from permitting these 
games, we may perhaps mention one of the minor 
for illustration; it isthat we soon expect to see the 
cadet officers made according to their relative rank 
on the football team. Tosay that the corps needs 
stimulation in athletics or that it 1s in any way 
benefited by these games with outside “nines” and

is that it gives greater pleasure to the cadets; while 
there are several reasons in our opinion why it 
should not be so—it is undignified as being our na- 
tional military academy and detrimental to its best 
interests from every point of view.

Tue N. Y. Tribune of Sunday last had personal 
sketches of the Rear Admirals on the active list of 
the U. 8. Navy, viz.: Lewis A. Kimberly,’ Bancroft 
Gherardi, George E. Belknap, David B. Harmony, 
A. E. K. Benham, and John Irwin. 

Portraits are given of Admirals Gherardi, Bel- 
knap, Harmony and Irwin. From the personal de- 
scriptions we take the following : 

ADMIRAL KIMBERLY 


will be remembered in connection with the hurri- 
cane disaster at Samoa in March, 1889, when he was 
the commander of the squadron. He was as active, 
as competent, and as brave in that disaster as when 
only a lieutenant-commander, a quarter of a cen- 
tury before. 
ADMIRAL GHERARDI 

is not only an officer of the first rank, but he is a 
scholar in international law, as was proved in the 
recent negotiations with Hayti for Mole St. Nicho- 
las asa coaling station. He is about five feet ten 
inches iu height, is robust in build, has a high, intel- 
lectual forehead, a keen eye. and wears his iron gray 
beard neatly trimmed. In July, 1862, he came to the 
Atlantic coast, but was not successful in getting sea 
service atonce. He wentto an old friend, F. M 
Peck, a brother-in-law of Charles L. Tiffany and 
father-in-law of Wm. A. Slater, of Norwich, Conn., 
who was at that time u clerk in Tiffany’s (now con- 
nected with the Army AND Navy JouRNAL). One 
day a Massachusetts regiment passed Tiffany's, and 
a lady customer remarked to Mr. Peck: ‘“‘ What a 
pity such gentlemanly Jooking men should have to 
go to the front and be shot when I am sure there 
are enough hard characters and riff-raff in our large 
cities to take their places.’”” Mr. Peck replied that 
there were many “gentlemanly looking men’’ who 
would only be too glad to get to the front, and he 
mentioned young Gherardi, who had been promoted 
a lieutenant on July 16th, as one who would like to 
get the ear of Assistant Secretary G. V. Fox to in- 
duce him to send him to one of the squadrons. The 
lady replied that she thought she could get the ear 
of Mr. Fox, as she happened to be his wife, and told 
the other to say to the lieutenant that if he would 

o to Washington she would see what could be done 

or his interest. Gherardi did go to Washington, and 
was ordered to the Mohican, his first engagement 
being the attack on Fort Macon.

SHIPBUILDING HERE AND IN ENGLAND. 


THE North American Review for January has an 
article by *‘A Soldier” on the subject of ** The Sol- 
dierjand the Citizen.”” W.J. Henderson considers 
the ** Needs of the Naval Reserve,”” and Charles H. 
Cramp draws upon the stores of his ripe experience 
to give us some information concerning *‘ The First 
Cost of Ships.’”” Mr. Cramp says: 

“From these observations it ought to be toler- 
ably clear that the question, for example, Can you 
duplicate the City of New York, or the Majestic, or 
the Columbia—using the word ‘duplicate’ in the 
purely structural sense—for the cost of these ves- 
sels in Great Britain? would be putting the matter 
in an impracticable form. The City of New York is 
a product of the peculiar methods, practices, and 
systems of the Thomsons, of Clyde bank; the Majes- 
tic similarly represents the Belfast yard of Harland 
and Wolf, and the Columbia, the Lairds, of Birken- 
head. In each case the vessel is of a special type, 
and embodies idiosyncracies which no other estab- 
lishment could imitate—at all events, not at equal 
cost. The proper form in which to put the question 
is: Can you build a ship to do the work ot the City 
of New York or the Majestic or the Columbia, in all 
respects, for the same cost? To that question 1 
would reply: Yes, or within as small a margin as 
would be likely to prevail in a similar case between 
any two British sbipyards. Our ship might differ 
from the City of New York in the ratio of principal 
dimensions, in the typeof machinery, in style of 
finish, in fittings, equipment, and accommodations, 
and in many other things, as sanctioned by our ex- 
perience or approved in our particular practice; but 
she should exhibit at least equal performance in 
speed, seaworthivess, comfort, durability, and, all 
other things being equal, in economy of operation. 
But the point which [ wish to accentuate is that the 
ship would be of ourtypeand our model, and would 
embody our methods, our systems, and our prac- 
tices; she would not bea duplicate or an imitation 
of any other ship, whether British or otherwise. A 
oo apprehension of this point and an adequate 

ization of the importance of its bearing upon 
any question as to the comparative first cost of high 
class vessels in this country and in England are a 
solutely essential to practical or valuable knowledge 
on the subject.”’

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


Tue decree issued by the French Admiralty regu- 
lating the organization, examinations for admission 
to,and promotion in the Engineer Corps, provides 
for one inspector-general of machinery, ranking 
with rear admiral; six inspectors, ranking with post 
captains; twenty chief engineers, ranking with 
majors (lieutenant commanders of the U. S. Navy), 
and 300 engineer officers of lower grades. The pro- 
motions are regulated so that two-thirds will be ad- 
yanced by seniority and one-third by selection. 


A SAN FRANCISCO despatch of Dec. 25 says: “‘ The 
steamer Keweenaw arrived here yesterday from 
Valparaiso. On board was Patrick Shields, the fire- 
man who was brutally beaten by the Valparaiso 

olice. Immediately after the steamer was docked, 

. S. District Attorney Gartner, acting on tele- 
grapbic instructions from Attorney General Miller, 
went on and examined Shields and Mo- 
Kinstry, another fireman, who was on shore with 
Shields shortly before the latter was arrested. 
Shields repeated on oath the story of his injuries as 
already printed, and McKinstry corroborated a por- 
tion of the story. Affidavits were signed by the 
mep, which will be transmitted to Washington by 
the next mail. Shields shows plain marks of the 
terrible beating he received.” 


Tue Army and Navy Gazette says: “ A statement 
bas got into the P . and has obtained a certain 
amount of publicity, to the effect that the Ad- 
miralty are turning their attention to cellulose as 
an absorbent material for lining the scofferdams 
which are protective features in most of the new 
ships. The story is altogether erroneous. The 
French naval authorities, who may be said to have 
discovered the supposed methods of cellulose, have 
now d ed it, and propose to use coal in its 
stead. The claim, therefore, which is being put for- 
ward in this country that cellulose will work a 
complete revolution in the present system of ships’ 
protection is obviously incorrect. The origin of 
the story probably lies in some tests recently or- 
dered by the authorities to discover the most 
effective material for lining the cofferdams whicb, 
in the lighter cruisers especially, are too smell to be 
used for stowing bammocks, sails, awnings, etc.” 


Tue Detroit Boat Works has just completed a 
model, 40 feet long, 9 feet wide and 14 feet deep, 
for a new submarine boat invented by George 
Baker, of Chicago, and designed by Fredk. A. Balin, 
of Detroit, ‘rhe immersion is regulated by revers- 
ible propellers working on each side of the boat, 
which can be revolved at any desired angle. ‘The 
forward motion can be changed to a vertical down- 
ward motion by fixing the propellers at an angle of 
90 degrees. The lateral direction of the boat is con- 
trolled by a balanced rudder under the stern, which 
is — by a steering wheel situated at the tower. 
The machinery in the boat consists of a 60 horse 

wer Roberts safety pipe boiler and a7 by 8 inch 

illard engine, an exhaust condenser, a Worthing- 
ton cages pressure pump, and a 10 by 16 by 12 
inches Hughes blowing engine, and also a hand 
force pump. The air can be changed by a blowing 
engine in two minutes or stored so as to last three 
men for seven hours. The exhaust from the differ- 
ent engines is condensed by the syphou and expelled 
atthe side of the hull. The interior is lighted by 
incandescent lights. electricity being furnished by 
eight 300 ampere Woodward cells. Ingress to the 
boat is secured through the observing tower, which 
is provided with a tight fitting cover that can be 
opened orshut from the inside. The body of the 
tower has around the sides five side lights or peep 
holes, and the cover is closed by one of heavy glass. 


Tue Herald correspondent at La Seyne reports 
that the new Chilian armor-clad, the Arturo Prat, 
hasall her engines now in working order, and if 
necessary she could steam out to sea at once; but 
she has been delayed by the non-arrival of her ar- 
mament, which coming from Havre. He esti- 
mates that to complete her armament and subject 
her to the usual preliminary sea trials will require 
two months, but she could, under pressure, armed 
with torpedoes and small guns, get under way in a 
month. Hesays: ‘“ They tell me here she is one of 
the most powerful sbips ever built at La Seyne, and 
that her cost will exceed 20,000,000f. Her hull is 
sheathed with wood, as there are oo dry docks in 
Chili, and it 18 impossible to dock her frequently to 
keep her bottom clean.” Her guaranteed speed, he 
says, is 18 knots; according to Lloyd's register it is 
17 knots. The commander who has superseded the 
turmer one since the revolution in Chili has ordered 
considerable changes—particularly with regard to 
the introduction of six formidable torpedo tubes, 
systeme Canet, one of which has already in placed 
on the port side of the lower deck, forward, and is 
ready for use, while another is being put into posi- 
tion with all possible speed on the starboard side.

ON THE RIO GRANDE. 


THE news from the Dept. of Texas this week bas 
been exciting, but so far as can be gleaned from the 
latest despatches Garza and his band of revolution- 
ists are pretty well hemmed in between our own 
troops and those of Mexico. 

A despatch ot Dec. 29 from Laredo says: “The 
party under the bandit is supposed to number two 

undred men. Capt. Hardie, 34 U. 8. Cav., got in 
rear of this band and ran them across the river. 
They were met by Mexican troops and driven back 
to the Texas side, and since then no trace of them 
— 

ousu az is quoted assaying: “ I feel inclined 
to think that Garza’s military agitation is and has 
been intended more to fight the Government of the 
United States than that of Mexico. He organizes 
his forces in American territory, lives on it and 
takes forcibly —— and forage from the 
Awerican ranches. e obtains ammunition and 
everything else in this country, and finally he Sights 
the American troops, killing and wounding their 
men and officers.”’ 

The Mexican Government will, if she continues 
her present policy, soon bave the Rio Grande fron- 
tier well protected with troops, there being no less 
than 5,000 soldiers stationed at different points along 
Se Sete between Piedras Negras and Mata- 

Capt. Jobn G. Bourke, 38d Ovw., telegraphed Deo. 
28 to Gen. Stanley at San Antonio: 

“ A courier has just arrived from Captain Francis 
A. Hardie, Salieno. He reports that Hardie has two 
Mexicans with him who know all the ranches and 
all the pocme up there who are suspected of com- 
plicity in the recent attacks on Mexican * 
Iwill search Salieno and ad t ranches th 
morning. 2d Lieut. George T. Langhorne left at 
midnight with twenty men to look fora band of 
revolutionists said to be skulking in the vicinity of 
Havana, Texas. I bave two smal! detachments out 
in the vicinity of Polito Blanco and Salieno. I will 
go out to see Hardie this afternoon, as I understand 
the Garza men bave secret marks upon their clotb- 
ing by which theyidentify each other, and which it 
is important for us to find out.”

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WAR WITH CHILI. 


THERE is no longer any reason to doubt that the 
Chilian situation is extremely grave. There is 
hope, of course, that the trouble may reach a peace- 
ful conclusion, but it can be truthfully said that 
there is not an official of the Government acquainted 
with all the facts in the case who does not regard 
war as imminent, and not a few who believe it in- 
evitable. Jt is quite certain that the Administra- 
tion will not yield a single point from the very 
proper demand it has made of Chili, and the de- 
velopments thus far fail to give any encouragement 
to the hope that Chili will grant what has been de- 
manded, or in any way try to make amends for the 
Baltimore outrage. 

This is the view taken of the situation by the 
naval authorities, and they are very judiciously 
making every effort to be fully prepared for the 
emergency if it comes. The officials have denied 
that any ‘‘ warlike preparations” are in progress, 
but they do admit that itis the ‘‘duty of the De- 
partment to be prepared for any emergency.” It is 
true that many of the warlike stories printed in the 
daily papers are exaggerations, but itis also true that 
the Navy Department for the past week has been 
doing a great deal of work in the way of prepara- 
tion that has not come to the knowledge of the 
public and which, if known, would be regarded as 
much more alarming than many of the speculative 
stories published. The strength of the Depart- 
ment denial is based on the fact that no vessels are 
now under orders for Chili. This is true, but 
nobody has ever supposed that a war fleet would 
be sent there until war had been declared. What 
the Department has in view, however, is to get all 
available vessels within a reasonably short distance 
from that quarter and to hold them there until the 
proper time comes for mobilization. It is positively 
known that the Department has gone so far as to 
map out a plan of operations in the Southern 
Pacific. For some days past this project has been 
under consideration by the Assistant Secretary of 
the Navy, Captain Mahan, and officers of the Naval 





Intelligence Bareau. 


It can also be stated that the plan contemplates 

the concentration of all the vessels of the Pacific, 

South Atlantic and North Atlantic, with the moni- 

tors Monterey and Miantonomoh added to the fleet, 

and with Rear Admiral Gherardi in command of all 

the forces. The chief activity, however, is with 
material. Orders have been flying thick and fast 
from the. Department during the past week to all 
tbe firms having contracts with the departments for 
war material, and to officers of navy-yards having 
to do with the preparation of vessels for sea. Au- 
thority has been given to the contractors for the 
Monterey to work night and day on that vessel, 
and the contractors for her armor are being urged 
to hurry up their work. It is a sourceof great sat- 
isfaction to note how well-advanced and how much 
better prepared private establishments are for 
meeting the demands of the Government than they 
were a few years ago. Other warlike movements are 
shown by the shipment of ammunition to San 
Francisco, orders for the shipment of the Monterey 
12-inch guns, steps being taken to facilitate the de- 
livery of Howell and Whitehead torpedoes, pur- 
chase of rapid fire ammunition and other war ma- 
terial. — 

_TWO IMPORTANT TRIALS. 


In the U.S. Circuit Court at Omaha, Nebraska, 
two cases were tried last week which are of much 
interest to the Army at large. Judge Dundy pre- 
sided, and Mr. Benjamin Baker, U. 8. District At- 
torney prosecuted. The cases are in behalf of the 
United States. | 

The first trial was that of Olinton E. Dixon, re- 
cently a trumpeter'of Troop F, 6th Cavalry, for the 
murder of Corporal John R. Carter, of the same 
troop. On the night of September 28, 1891, Cor- 
poral Oarter was ‘‘in charge of quarters” at Fort 
Niobrara, Nebraska, and in pursuance of the stand- 
ing orders of the troop drove a couple of low prosti- 
tutes from the rear of the quarters. He was 
compelled to use force with one of them, a negro 
woman in whom Dixon: was interested. 

Dixon became offended, and pondering over the 
matter for two days, borrowed a pistol and cartridges, 
and on. the night of September 30, about tattoo, he 
went into the quarters and asked Oorporal Carter 
if he eould see him outside fora moment. The 
corporal’ walked out the door, which Dixon closed, 
and immediately shét Carter in the abdomen. Dixon 
threw away the pistol and attempted to flee (he 
was on furlough at the time, hanging around the 
neighboring town), but Carter caught him around 
the waist and cried murder. Willing hands came 
promptly to his side, seized the murderer, and con- 
veyed Carter to the hospital where he died the fol- 
lowing morning. 

The attorney for the defence took the ground 
that Corporal Oarter was the aggressor, and that it 
was assumption of authority for the troop com- 
mander to order that prostitutes and whiskey be 
kept away from the barracks. He made a very 
bitter fight for his client, but jthe jury, a remark- 
ably fine lot of men, found a verdict of murder in 
the first degree. 

The next triel before the same court was that of 
Sergeant Jackson, of the 9th Oavalry, who was 
tried for manslaughter. Sergt. Jacksou was ser- 
geant of the- guard at Fort Robinson, Neb., and 
while on daty ordered a drunken prisoner from the 
main prison roomto acell. The man refused to 
obey, and applied vile epithets to Jackson and to all 
of his family. ‘Thésergeant, being unable to forbear 
any longer, administered a blow with his carbine, 
intending to knock the mutinous prisoner down, 
but his blow fractured the skall, and the victim 
died. Judge Dundy in delivering his charge warned 
the jury that there was all the difference in the 
world between administering a blow to a prisoner 
while on duty, and the same thigg done privately. 
It was apparent that the death of the man was acci- 
dental, and it resulted from his drunkenness, in- 
subordination and brutality in the use of vile lan- 
guage toward Sergt. Jackson’s family. The result 
was thé acquittal of the sergeant. 

The just discrimination shown by acivilian judge 
and jury in these two cases is an encouragement to 
officers who fear that the result of recent changes 
in the Army-will be to unduly weaken the author- 
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are heard that many good old soldiers will not have 
chevrons, as they prefer not to accept so much re- 
sponsibility with so little power to enforce dis- 
cipline. To men accustomed to the deliberate and 
uncertain action of civilian methods of compelling 
obedience to law, military methods may seem sum- 
mary, but experience shows that they are no more 
so than circumstances require. 

















WANTED—A COURT OF HONOR. 
THE constantly recurring references in the Eng- 
lish service papers to ‘‘the Plucky Court-martial ”’ 

at first suggested the organization in England of a 

body of gentlemen to administer military law, who 

have an extraordinary amount of the courage of 
their convictions. But then, the recollection of the 
association of H. M. 8. Plucky with an unfortanate 
accident dispeled this momentary illusion. If we 
continue to allow military law to be administered at 
the will of civilian attorneys we shall have need here 
of a court-martial that is a ‘plucky court” in the good 
old sense of courage and spirit. Unless there is a 
change, we may expect to see announced at some 
popular theatre the ‘‘roaring farce” of Tho Army 
Court-martial, or How Not To DolIt.” Is it not 
quite time that we organized for the Services a 
Court of Honor, or some similar tribunal, for de- 
termining, ‘‘without publicity,” how far, for exam- 
ple, an officer is justified in incurring pecuniary ob- 
ligations he cannot meet, and whether he should ba 
allowed, with the tacit consent of the military au- 
thorities, to use his Army commission as a trade 
mark, and his reputation as “‘an officer and a 
gentleman” to rope his fellow officers and others 
into his private commercial speculations? For one, 
we are heartily tired of seeing dirty 
Service linen washed in public. We recall 
the story told us by an old China merchant of 
one of his employees, whose accounts could not be 
straightened out. The head man of his clan was 
sent for. He came promptly, ascertained what was 
due, and paid the amount without a murmur. 
Then the delinquent John Chinaman was turned 
over to him, and the family took their own method 
of settling the score with him. A similar plan 
is not unworthy of adoption in the military service. 

These remarks are general, of course, and are not 

intended to apply to special cases. Still, if 
there is any one who thinks that this particular 
coat fits him, he is quite welcome to wear it. If 
officers adopt the methods of ‘‘ the world’s people” 
in their financial transactions, they should either 
be left to the operation of the civil courts, or else 
some way should be found for dealing with 
them that would not involve the entire Service in 
scandal and disgrace. The Army has but little left 
to it in these “piping times of peace” but its honor 
and its high standards of duty. Let these be 
guarded as was the virtue of Casar’s wife, so that 
they may not be even so much as doubted. 

The question of the powers of a General Court- 
martial to compel a civilian witness summoned 
before it to testify has been prominently brought 
into notice during the trial of Major Throckmor- 
ton, now in progress, and we note that a bill has 
been introduced in Oongress to amend the law on 
the subject, Section 1202, Revised Statutes, so as to 
provide a penalty in case of a witness refusing to 
testify, a former Attorney General, Garland, hay- 
ing held that the statute was incomplete because 
there 1s no penalty. Lawyers, like doctors, do not 
always agree, and of course in this matter it is to 
some extent a matter of opinion. Still, looking 
over our experiences of thirty years, it does appear 
to us that General Courts-martial have now, with- 
out any tinkering of the law, the same standing as 
any civil court of the land. General Oourts-mar- 
tial are appointed under the Constitution and the 
laws of the United States tor the enforcement of 
the laws of the United States made for the govern- 
ment of the Army. Its powers in the particular 
matter in question were not disputed until Attor-* 
ney General Garland decided against them. 





Tue Kansas City Times computes that at the sev-

THE proposals submitted to the French Chamber 
with regard to the reorganization of naval engineers 

if carried out, as there seems every probability that 
they will be, will resultin doubling the number of 
engineer officers in the French fleet. The American 
Congress should recognize the logic of this exam- 
pleand give respectful heed to the recommenda- 
tions of the Engineer-in-Chief as to an increase of 
his force. The regulations for the French service 
are to be framed with the special view of retaining 
promising,officers in the Service who would other- 
wise be prematurely driven to seek careers in civil- 
ian employment, which, in many respects, offer 
tempting attractions as compared with the naval 
Service. In case of mobilization, the number of en- 
gineers would be increased from the reserve, which 
is to be formed partly of retired engineers and cbief 
wa;ant officers of the engineer branch who passa 
certuin prescribed examination, and partly of eugi- 

neers belonging to the Mercantile Marine who have 
been In charge of engines of 1,200 horse power and 
over for at least one year. 




















A CAVALEYMAN disoussing the recruits of the ‘Past 
and the present, writes: “Men who enlisted as far 
back as the seventies had quite a different row to 
hoe from those who enlist in these piping times. 
Recruits en route to their companies in these days 
are nicely housed in comfortable cars, and if the 
railroad does not touch at the post to which the re- 
cruits are assigned, wagons are sent for them to 
convey them to the post, and many of them have as 
much baggage as an English tourist, the little dog 
on a string included. Then the recruit is shown toa 
very good bath room where he can polish himself 
up in great shape, and is likely to growl if he is not 
provided with a toothbrush and a bottle of sozo- 
dont. Then the next thing he is introduced to an 
excellent spring bunk where he can relax his edu- 
cated limbs every night for at least one month be- 
fore he is considered a full fledged soldier.” 

































Tue retirement of Brig. General A. V. Kautz on 
January 5 gives opportunity for further promotions 
to start.the new year with. Two other appoint- 
ments of brigadier generals during the year are cer- 
tainm—one by the retirement on June 1, 1892, of 
Gen. D, 8. Stanley, and the other by the retirement, 
June 21, of Gen. J.C. Kelton. Speculation is now 
rife as to the successorship to Gen. Kautz. The 
senior colonel of the line at the present time is Col. 
George L. Andrews, but his early retirement, April 
22 next, is thought to preclude the probability of 
his appointment. Col. Frank Wheaton, 2d Inf., is 
nextinrank. As he does not retire until May8 
1897, and has many strong friends interested in his 
behalf, he is conspicuous among the prominent can- 
didates, according to the Washington gossips. He 
is now on a visit to the National Capital. Colonel 
James W. Forsyth, 7th Cav., and Col. E. 8, Otis, 
20th, who are reported to be booked for promotion 
during the present administraticn, are naturally 
again mentioned in connecticn with the next va- 
cancy.

A CORRESPONDENT says: “About two years ago 1 
had the honor of calling attention through the col- 
umnes of your valuable journal to the fact that a 
petition had been presented to Congress asking that 
the bill then pending for retiring enlisted men in 
the Army be amended to include petty officers and 
seamen in the Navy, so that the latter might also be 
allowed to retire after thirty years’ service on 75 per 
cent. of their pay, etc., and the time served during 
the war of the rebellion be computed as double 
time. Several posts of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public petitioned Congress to comply with the re- 
quest as an act of justice to the enlisted men in the 
Navy.

SECRETARY OF THE INTERTOR NOBLE, a recent 
visitor to New York, is quoted as replying to the 
question, “‘ Asasoldier in the United States Army 
has the Indian proven a success ?”—** Yes, so far he 
has. The evolution of the Indian from his savage 
state to that of a soldier in the Regular Army shows 
that he is capable of advancing rapidly. Iam tld 
that those already enlisted are superb looking sol- 
diers and very tractable, rarely ever disobeying 
orders. They sit erect in their saddles and bave 
such clear cut features it isa pleasure to see them 
on parade. As scouts they have shown that they 
are capable of good military training. It was an 
experiment, putting the [ndian in the Army, but I 
do not think it will ever be regretted. He hasa 
chance not only to serve in the Army, but if he de- 
sires he can obtain citizenship under the Dawes act 
by taking an allotment of land.” 








Tae San Francisco Chronicle reports Lieutenant 
L. H. Strother, Ist Infantry, as saying that he finds 
the Pacific Coast [Indians no good for soldiers ex- 
cept as scouts. The Piutes are physically defective, 
The Kiamath Indians were at firat pleased with 
the idea of wearing soldier clothes and having good 
horses to ride, but the newness soon wore off, and 
the restrictions of military discipline were more 
than they could stand. Other tribes were visited, 
but they were unwilling to enter the service of 
Uncle Sam. The lieutenant does not think a com- 
pany can be formed on that coast. Lieutenant 
Strother thinks that the Indian has been so long un- 
der subjection that his warlike spirit is broken, and 
the Digger might as well be chosen for a warrior as 
any other peaceable tribe. The Indians of British 
Columbia are described in the January number of 
Harper's Magazine by John Ralph. Speaking of 
their supposed ‘Japanese origin, he says: ‘“‘ These 
Indians are so far from pretty that all who see them 
agree with Captain Butler, the traveller, who wrote 
that ‘if they are of the Mongolian type, the sooner 
the Mongolians change their type the better.’ ”’ 


Ensren M. K. Eyre, U.8.N., writes tothe New 
York Herald proposing the formation of a Navy 
Orgpance Corps. Hesays: ‘In our Service of 720 
line officers we find that about 60 are constantly on 
shore on ordnance duty. After having spent three 
years, let us say, at the Washirgton gun foundry, 
an officer, having just grasped the elementary prin- 
ciples of the manufacture of guns, is ordered away 
(not improbably to the Coast Survey), perhaps not 
to return to ordnance work again for years. His 
recently acquired knowledge soon leaves him for 
lack of practical use of it. We may study our books 
day in and day out for years, but unless we can put 
our theoretical knowledge thus gained to practical 
use the mind will not retain it. Every student of 
combined practical and theoretical subjects knows 
this. This ordnance corps could be started as fol- 
lows: The President might appoint the commodore 
(chief of bureau) and the four captains. These five 
officers could then form a board to examine all can- 
didates for the ordnance corps—any line officer be- 
ing entitled to compete--the board to pick out the 
fittest.”’ 

lt seems to us that the Navy are doing very 
well in ordnance matters asit is, and we advise them 
to consider this matter very carefully before they 
undertake to organize a separate corps for ord- 
nance. The Army now has an Ordnance Corps, per- 
haps the Navy can arrange to avail themselves of 
the skill the Army ordnance officers acquire by the 
uninterrupted devotion to their work which En- 
sign Eyre desires for the Navy. 


Tux story of “Custer’s Last Battle” is retold in an 
interesting and graphic manner by Captain E. S. 
Godfrey, 7th Cavalry, in an illustrated article in 
The Century Magazine for January. It hasall the 
interest of a personal narrative. Captain Godfrey 
ascribes Custer’s disaster to the overpowering num- 
bers of the enemy and their unexpected cohesion, 
to Reno’s panic route from the valley, and finally 
to the defective extraction of the empty cartridge- 
shelle from the carbines. He thinks a battle was 
unavoidable, and that Custer would have been 
blamed had he allowed the Indians to escape with- 
out one, Gen. James B. Fry adds to Capt. Godfrey's 
narrative some comments, in which he fully justi- 
fies Caster, holding that his fight was forced by the 
situation, and that having 600 troopers and being 
opposed as he supposed by only 500, or at most 800 
warriors, his attack shows neither desperation nor 
Teebness,

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THE STATE TROOPS. 


MILITARY SERVICE DEFINED. 
Decision by the Supreme Court of Washington. 








THE militia of the State of Washington are greatly 
pleased with a decision just rendered by the Su- 
preme Court of that State, defining theirstatus. The 
lst Regiment, N. G. W., were called out at the time 
of the riot at the Gilman mines in June last. On the 
assumption that the militia had been doing military 
service, and were entitled to pay for such service, 
the pay rolls and accounts were made up and sent 
to the State military board for audit. Adjutant- 
General O’Brien declared that the militia had been 
serving not as soldiers, but as deputy sheriffs, and 
must be paid not by the State, but by the county. 
This view was held by Governor Ferry and State 
Auditor Reed, the other members of the military 
board. They submitted the question to Attorney- 
General Jones, who sustained their opinion. The 
county commiss‘ouers declared they would not ap- 
prove any bills for the service of the militia. An 
appeal was accordiogly taken to the court. Section 
860 of the code of 1881 prevides that the civil author- 
ities may, in case of extreme need, call outan armed 
force to act under their orders. Concerning this 


provision, the court eays : 


Io so far as this section authorizes the officers therein 


mentioned to preserve the peace by using armed assistants, 


it is merely the re-enactment of the common law. It became 
the statute law of tbe territory in 1854, before any organiza- 


tion of tre militia was provided for. 


It bas always been the duty of magistrates and peace offi- 
cers to —— the public peace, even to theextent of cail- 
eir aid every person within their jurisdiction, and 

they are, at common law, indictable for not doing so to the 
extent of their ability ; and it bas always been equally an 
offence for any person qualified for the service to refuse the

Every offence committed is against the peace and digoity 


of the State, and it isin behalf of the State tbat all meas- 
ures are taken to preserve the peace and execute the laws.

pal bodies, certain duties and expenses in that bahalf they 


are bound to assume them, but whatever is not thus im- 


posed is not thus assumed, 
We find, therefore, that these troops were engaged in the 
State’s business, and were therefore in the State's service. 


In answer to the objection that the formalities of 


the law were not complied with in calling out the 


militia, the Court says: 

In the first place, it cannot matter, so faras their right to 
pay is concerned, whether there was reasonable grouad for 
cailing them out, or whether the call was formally correct 
or pot. The tirst, lust and only duty of the soldier is to 
obey the command of bis superior offic2r when called upon 
to march witb his comrades, and if he does not obey he is 
pusisbed under the statute, 

The supreme executive power of the State is vested in 
the Governor, and by the terms of the militia article of the 
Constitution be bas power to cali forth the militia to exe- 
cute the laws of the State. In this particular the language 
of our Constitution is in substance the same as that of the 
act of 1795 conferring the same power on the President of 
the Uniced States. And the effect is the — io that it 
places In bis bands the sole power of judging and determin- 
ing, from the facts in bis on, when the exigency nas 
arisen which makes it incumbent upon him to call forth tne 
military power of the State. 

This is a reaffirmation of principles so well estab- 


lished that they ought not to be questioned longer ; 


and yet disputes are constantly arising, even among 


National Guardsmen, as to supposed limitations 


upon the power of the Governor or the President 
Within the jurisdiction of either 


over the militia. 
there is practically no such limitation. A Governor 


can decide absolutely whenever an emergency arises 


calling for the services of the militia of his State, 
and there is no appeal from his decision. Similarly 
the President has the sole right of determining 
when he requires the services of the militia of any 
or al] of the States, and there isno appeal from his 
decision. Whenever he calls the militia into service 
they are subject to Army Regulations and the Ar- 
ticles of War, and though there is notany “ boiling 
oil” in the penalties for disobedience, they are not 
of a nature to be lightly defied. We say this in this 
connection because the fact of their subjection to 
military service at the willof the Governor or of 
the President of the United States cannot be too 
strongly impressed upon the National Guard. 

The emergency calling for their service may arise 
at any time, and they should prepare themselves 
for it by conforming in the minutest particulars to 
tbe conditions which universal experience through 


all time has shown to be essential to military effi- 


ciency. What some of our National Guardsmen are 
accustomed to denounce as “reguiar Army meth- 
ods” are simply the military methods recognized 
the world over, aud conformity to them is essential 
to the character of a soldier ora military organiza- 
tion. The wan who fails to govern himself by them 
may be a very pleasant gentleman and an agreeable 
club associate, but he is in no sense a soldier, any 
more than the men who roam through our North- 
ern forests in search of game are soldiers because 
they carry guns.

ANNUAL REPORT OF BRIG.-GEN. LOUIS FITZGERALD. 
GENERAL FiTzGeRALD in his annual report to the 


Adjutant General for the year 1891 announces that.

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terly return dated Sept. 30, 1890, was 5.457; the 
strength for the corresponding quarter this year 
was 5,839, a loss of 118. Amone other things, Gen. 
Fitzgerald recommends that the troops be allowed 
transportation to the Van Cortlandt Park drill 
ground, and asks for an appropriation of $5,000 for 
this purpose. He renews his recommendation for a 
regiment of heavy artillery. Such regiment can be 
readily recruited and officered, and. with the assist- 
ance of officers of the Regular Army stationed at 
the forts in the harbor, can easily acquire such pro- 
ficiency in the matter indicated as to become a very 
valuabie and efficient protection from a foreign foe. 
Gen. Fitzgerald thinks the Guard should be fur- 
nished with a service uniform of less expensive 
character than the one now issued, and that an 
allowance of the difference in cost, with perhaps 
something more added, should be made to enable 
them to purchase a full-dress uniform that should 
be distinctive in its character. 

The commands were furnished by General Head- 

uarters with the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL edi- 
tion of extracts from the new drill regulations. 
instruction in it was ordered by the brigade com- 
mander, and considerable progress is being made. 
As the instruction progresses, however, changes in 
the organization will become necessary to enable 
the commands to arrive at anything like perfec- 
tion, and itis recommended that immediate steps 
be taken to provide for the increase and division of 
the commands in accordance with the new regula- 
tions, and for the appointment or election of addi- 
tional officers made pecessary thereby. 

General Fitzgeraid’s recom mendation of 1888 con- 
cerning enlistments are renewed. Under the present 
system the amount of duty performed is in some 
commands not ia preportion to the numbers of men 
enlisted, some of the companies showing at their 
weekly drills a number so far below the number 
carried on,their rolls as to excite comment and to 
demand this statement. He says further that the 
right of a company to select its own members and 
comrades should restored, that the theory of 
making the cost of membership in the National 
Guard nothing be abandoned, and the practice of it 
abolished. Let the city furnish suitable armories 
for its troops, as is now proposed, let the State fur- 
nish arms, equipments and a simple uniform, con- 
sisting of a cap, blouse and trousers, and let the 
map provide, at his own expense, the rest. It has 
been shown by experience that if a man does not 
care enough to become a member of the National 
Guard to be willing to , something for a hand- 
some uniform and for the support of his company 
and his regiment, he does not make a good National 
Guardsman, and he is of no use to the city or State. 
This last recommendation if carried out will, of 
course, limit enlistments in the National Guard to 
a comparatively well-to-do class of men. The re- 
commendation concerning transportation to Van 
Cortlandt is in accordanve with the suggestions 
of the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL. We called atten- 
tion at the time of the last field day to the fact that 
the imental treasuries were being unduly de- 
pleted by the expenses attending this duty. 





NAVAL BATTALIONS. 
MASSACHUSETTS. 


Tugspay, Dec. 15, after dress parade, review 
and divisional drill, Lieut.-Comdr. Soley had the 
alarm sounded both by bugle and gong, for the de- 
fence of the portion of the armory occupied by the 
battalion. The fact was again brought out of how 
impreperly the building was constructed for the 
purposes of defence, aad to secure to the defenders 
easy communication from one level to another. To 
Lieut. De Blois, with one Gatling gun, was assigned 
the defence of the roof over the entrance from 
Dartmouth street bridge. 

To get the Gatling in position it was necessary to 
dismount it, then up @ Darrow flight of stairs, 
then up a short ladder to main roof, and then by 

if ition assigned to it. Lieut. 
Curter, with his division, was placed upon the main 
roof to defend the sides bordering uvon the Albany 
and Providence R. R's. Lieut. Paul, with one 
howitzer and one company as infantry, was sta- 
tioned behind the entrance from Dartmouth street 
bridge, so as to be able to rush out upon occasion 
with the force at his disposal and clear the bridge. 

The 4th Division, Lieut. Weeks, was to defend the 
lower portion of the building, including cellar and 
basement and windows from same. The great diffi- 
culty in getting the guns from one level to another, 
gave rise to the question of why the arvhitect of the 
building did not provide for a direct inclined way 
from the main floor of the armory to the level of 
bridge. Everybody, however, got an excellent 
idea of what measures could be taken in the way of 
defending the building against attuck, and now 
have the confidence that once on the inside of the 
armory they could repel any assault made against it. 

The Boston Herald has an interesting article on 
the subject of the role ‘of the Naval Reserve in the 
event of war with Chili.

There are 
about 20 of these which wouid be available in an emergency, 
and 48 nours’ work would put them in trim for service wita 
spar torpedoes. While the regular Navy bas been engaging 
merchant steamers for distant service, the Bay State’s na- 
val reserve has been looking up tugboats for home defence. 
Littie time has been wasted on pretty paradesand mathe- 
matically accurate maoceuvres; every attention has been 
paid to useful and practical. 

The Massachusetts Naval Battalion asks that one 
of the James River monitors be placed in Boston 
harbor for their instruction, and it would certainly 
seem to be well to distribute some of these vessels 
where they can be made available for purposes of 
instructiou even though they have to be taken out 
of fresh water to their possible injury.

ATHLETIC EXERCISES OF TROOP A.

FCKLIGN ITEMS. 


800.000 men are to be employed upon public works 
in Russia to save them from starvation. 

Tue London papers report that Russia and Eng- 
land are just now even more active than usual in 
watching each other for hostile demonstrations. The 
Russian advaoce on Pamir 1s significant for Eng- 
land and her railroad projects in Siberia are alarm- 
ing China. A Sbhangbai despatch to the London 
Chronicle says: ‘‘[t is the universal opinion that the 
orisis is only suspended and that the British will be 
exceptionally active. It is believed that China is 
willing to cede Formosa in exchange for England’s 
support against Russia. Formosa is rich in min- 
erals.” 








Captain Evans GorpDOoN has accomplished recent- 
ly 1n Cashmere, in the northern part of India, a re- 
markable feat of horseback travel. He rode in 41 
hours 250 miles from Ler to Sringar, over a moun- 
tain road in no place more than six feet wide, fre- 
quently runs along the edge of dangerous preci- 
pices, is crossed by many mountain torrents, and ia 
rendered almost impaseable in places by big bould- 
ers. Seven and one-balf hours were devoted to 
eating and sleeping, making the travelling time 
thirty-three and one-half hours. He says that had 
it not been for the weather he would have accom- 
Piished the 250 miles in 36 hours. Considering the 
mountainous nature of the eountry and the storm 
whieh impeded his progress, he performed a feat 
which would be very hard to beat. 

THE Santiago correspondent of the London Times 
says Dec. 28: “The amnesty bill has been passed. 
Many Balmacedists have been sent aboard the gun- 
boat Magellanes, owing to attempts of adberents to 
create disorder. 60,000 Uhilians witnessed the pro- 
claiming of Admirai Monttas President. There were 
only 1,000 troops to keep order along the route of 
the procession, a distance of balf a mile. Thousands 
of people waited patiently for hours in a broiling 
sun. Admiral Montt took the oath of office in the 
ball of Corgress in the presence of a brilliant gather- 
ing of officials. Thence he proceeded to the cathe- 
dral, where be was received by the archbishop and 
bishop, and the Te Deum was — Salvos of artil- 
lery greeted the various ceremon The public re- 
jowing continued until past midnight. Perfect 
order was maintained throughout.” Another ac- 
count ssys: “A train bringing a number of naval 
officers from Santiago was derailed en route, but no 
one was killed. The accident is supposed to have 
been the work of Balmacedists.”
